One "of Governor Musgrave's last 
official acts bofoie couiiug to this 
Pi'ovincG was the arraiigeincnt of the 
terms upon which Newfouiullnnd was 
to liavo ontorod tho Cunfodcrated Em- 
jm-e of British North America iu 1870. 
Having, as ho imagined, made ovoiy- 
thing taut and snug for that purpose, 
h 3 camo over to undertake a similar 
u.u-vice in respect of British C!oluiubia. 
Bat, aa tho immortal Eohbio Burns 
oxpressea it, 

"Tho boBt Ulil HcUcmuB of uil'Ii uml mii o 
Qkng ott aglea." 

And SO it fell out that Mr. . Musgtave 
had hardly started the Coufederation 
bajl on the Pacific when his schomo 
on the Atlantic was knocked on the 
head by the people at the polls. Mr. 
Bennett, a wealthy mernhant of f our- 
ficore summers, feeling that the titles 
by which ho held mineral lands of 
presumed enormoui value would he 
imperilled by the change, worked 
might and main ogainst Confederation; 
and by dint of misrepreBentation and 
money-power, ho succeeded in cariy- 
iug a majority of the constituencies, 
overthrowing the Shea-Cartor Admia- 
istration and forming a now Cabinet, 
with himself as its head. Thus was 
Confodoration rejocted at tho ]iolleand 
indotlnitely postponed. During the 
intervening period it has been known 
that calm second-thouglit was gradu- 
ally paving thejway for that ancient Pro- 
vince to outer tho Dominion of Canada 
and it is only a few days since wo an- 
nounced the coming struggle when it 
seemed probable that partic:; vrould 
bo about equal. It will be soonliy re- 
ference to our telegraphic columns 
that the Bennett or nnti-Coiifcdoration 
party have succeeded in carrying four- 
teen constituencies, against the thir- 
teen which have fallen to the Opposi- 
tion or Confederate party. Tho clos- 
ing year has been one of exceptional 
prosperity. Tho catch of iish had not 
been so great for years.and that forins 
the barometer of x'rosperity. Recent 
explorations have tended to demon- 
strate tho great natural resources of the 
Island in minerals, soil, timber, &c. 
The convergence of ocean telegraphy 
and the talked of railway termini sug- 
gested the rare geographical advantage 
of tho place; and all these conspiring 
to make the Island independent ami 
self-important, it was not to be sup- 
posed that Newfoundland would be in 
tho mood most favorable to union. In 
view of all the circumstaiice.y, there, 
fore, the frionda of union have no 
reason to feel disappointed o\cv tin: 
result. On tho contrary, they have 
every rea-son to rejoice. Let us count 
noses: Fourteen Ministerialists and 
thirteen Oppositionists. Take one of 
the fourteen away for Speaker, and 
parties will be exactly even, so that it 
will be impossible for the old Adminis- 
tration to hold its own. Theio 
must, therefore, be cither a cliango of 
Ministry or a reconstruction with a 
change of policy. From what wo know 
about tho long fight they have had for 
Confederation, we feel quite sure they 
will not take less than that from any 
Ministry, and inasmuch as that was the 
great test question at tho polls,itseeina 
scarcely probable that the old Govern- 
ernment would attempt to re- 
tain place by offering the coun- 
try Confederation. It seems more 
than doubtful whether the Op- 
position would accept it at tho hands 
of men who defeated the scheme four 
years ago, and have everHinco done all 
in their pnwor to ward it ofl". '^Ve 
.should be SDiiy if they would. Tho 
verdict of the pu-oplo has been practi- 
cally rendered iu favour of Confcd(.i a- 
tion,and Canada would prefer to nego- 
tiate with Shea and Carter, tlio same 
•who uegotifttod the tonus whicli Ben- 
nett & Co. wi.'ro but too successful in 
cancelling. Wo hone, thcrofort^, to 
hoar before long that these gentloiuen 
aro once more at Ottawa for the ]iiii- 
p0H« of arraugiiig the l)asis upi lu which 
the last of tho Britisli Xiu-lli .A niericiiii 
Provinces shall gracniully glide into, 
ami round oil tho Domiiuon of Cana- 
da. Mow uiiscrutable arc tho ways of 
Providence. Through ilio delay biou;i-ht 
, about by Jionnott, it will full to the 

■ lot of tho Mackenzie Administration to 
complete tho great scheiue of Confed-

duee a thi*lg which is absolutely "rotten' 
the imbecility oi tho gontlonien forming 
said coinuiiUoo stands in vor,y strikiiiy 
contraivt with tho largo and luminous wis- 
dom of Anglican, whoso coolly and clear- 
ly characterises tho results of thoir dolib- 
orolions. .Will uotordinary mortala how- 
over, bo inolinqd to think that tho claim 
to' infiillibility' which Anglican says is 
made by tho eoinmitteo is rather assumed 
by liiniself ':' For acting on tho supjiosi- 
tion Ihatiuon aro fallible, surely the de- 
liberate opinion of tw(dvo gonllemnn is 
usually considered more Avorthy of ro- 
sjieel than the hasty atatcmoiit of ouo.un- 
les.s indeed that one be inspired or infal- 
lible, or endowed with something more 
than ordinary wisdom. 

but really the ccuuuuinication in quo.s- 
tion is further oiceeiliiigly curious on ac- 
count of its strango logical inconsistency. 
I'u ono seiiteiico tho committee aro said to 
arrogate to themselves Romelhiiig more 
than Papal infallibility, but .immediately 
after we have tlio declaration "Verily lat- 
itudiuarianisin must be in tho ascendant 
among tho ortliodo.x Protestants of Vic- 
toria.'' The conibinutioii is evidently 
very ])ocultar, and really it is tho fir.st 
time wo liavo over h.^aid thu chaigu 
brought against tho same individuals, 
LatitudinariaiiH are n.it uaually sniiposed 
to lay any claims to infallibility, nor 
are such as consider themsolvos infallible 
usuall|Jr very broad or liberal in their 
views. But then might it not he possi- 
ble after all that woro tho constitution of 
ths Orphan's Home regarded with an un- 
prejudiced eye and in a fair and candid 
fl])irit. wo might tind Anglican inserting 
that word "liljorality" instead of "lati- 
tndinarianism," and "an noknowledgo- 
ment of truths generally recognized" in- 
stead of "claims to infallibility"! 

One foaturo of tho OrphanaKO which 
apjioars to puzzle and distress tlio mind 
of Anglican is Uiat "niiiiistors of difTer- 
Biit donomiiiations aro in (juartorly rota- 
tion *o havo oliargo of tho orphans; and 
his rather doleful uonolusion in "that the 
unhappy little ones would thus be well 
grounded in tho dilTerent polemics of tho 
Orthodox Protestants, ' provi.led "that 
ibuing such charge they each coiiscicn- 
tously do the (sic') duty .'' In order to re- 
move so far as possible, this feeling, -no 
would simply .say that fortunately for hu. 
man sooioty, dii]'aront men ontoj-tain very 
different ideas oa ta this noble word "du- 
ty." In the case before us wo do not 
suppose that tho miuistors of the denomi- 
nations in Victiu'ia would think it ony 
part of thoir duty to teach "polemic i." 
Sny. if .\iij,rlieaii had carefully read tho 
(^onntiliitii.in and known the regulations 
of tho Homo, ho would liud tiiat they ar« 
not expected to do ao. And why should 
they do it? Has it como to this that not- 
withstanding tho supposed growth of 
charity during lute yours, it is ini])088iblo 
to conduct a Christian school without 
dragging into tho course of education tho 
angry polemics of the Cliurchos? Are wo 
to understand that children must bo 
taught tho divine right of Prelacy or of 
PrcBbytery, of lipiseopalianisni qr of 
Wesleyaiiism, before the teacher can be 
s&idtohr,vo dono his duty? Surely wo 
are not to understand fo.g.) that intho Ep- 
iscopal sohoolsin Victoria and elsewhere, 
attended as they are by the children of 
Prtsbytoriau aud Woslejan parents, po- 
lemics conatitute an caaential part of tha 
coursi of study. Sure we are at least thp.t 
the parents cif such children do jiot think 
so, or soma of them v>ould very likoly 
Biok instruction fur their sons elsowhero. 
But iu this instance tho very nature of 
what han been it00QmpUabe4 SQM ^o show 
that tho Qrphanago committco can rise to 
something hig'ucr and Jiotter than mere 
poiemios — that they can unite upon morn 
aassiitial truths, which is their common 
lieritagc, and that if they can under the 
blossing of God lead the little ones to a 
know'« lg9 of lliiu who isthe Futltor of tho 
fatherless, they j;ro qui(,e willing to loaro 
the ^eaohin£[ of poleu^ica to auch as hare 
ia des|l9rl0Te |or (I;e Bi;bject and think it 
of more vital importance tl'.an they can 
possibly do, 

.\nglloiin ooiiclndes his letter by stat- 
ing again iu a nianuui' peculiarly oracu- 
lar, that "to think that thin piece of ridi- 
culous patchwork would ever meet or 
niond the want of a Home for Orphans is 
tho veriest C4stls in tho air that was ever 
iniaginod." Of course if suoh was tho 
caso wo might again for tho sake nf cm- 
phasii adopt the words of the writer and 
say the nooiior it is "knockedjou the 
head" tho better, (that is lo hay if a 
"castlo ia tho air" can bo "knocked on 
tho head"). However wo must be allow- 
ed humbly to say that wo cunnot think so. 
On tho contravy we oonfulently look for- 
ward lo n oonifoi'tablo home for orphans 
and doslitute children; a home built upon 
a wide and polid foundation and a li?ss 
yielding olemeal than air, und suiqiortod 
by the co-op<'raiion of intelligent and 
lai'se-haurted Christian men and women 
who can rise above mere party names, 

Tho avowed object of AiiKlionn'fl 00m- 
munication is to iirovent mombors of his 
own eonuauiiion from "lending their aid 
and Rhsistance'' in carrying ont tho Or- 
phanage Rulienio. Wo are very thankful 
ho.wover to know thai from the very bo- 
ginning of this good work influential 
mombors of that comuauuion, who havo 
been loni? and favorably known in this 
oommnnity as active suiiporlors of every 
bsnevolent soliemo, havo taken tho deo))- 
ost iiiterost iu its sueci'ss, and that this 
interest lias in no me.'isure abated. And 
suraly the conduct of such is most in har- 
mony with what may be jnatly regarded 
(vs tho tnio attitude of one of the great 
Protoita-at Oluu'ohos of Christendom, and 
one of tho nutiona! oliurches of Britain — 
tho line old htstorio Church of England. 
Exclusive narrownosn might rather be 
considered tlio normal oliarnetor of what 
are called tho amallerand weaker "socle." 
A groat and lilnloric Olimoh oiiKht lu be I 
alilo to afford an cxaniplo of liberality 
without saoritloo, juatas a trno gentleman 
looses nothing by contact with his race, 
but (.11 tho contrary may gain something 
by tho contact nt the same time confer an 
advantage upon others. 

I regret tho ]onf{th to wliich this no- 
tii;o hr,s carried mo. and thedoinaud made 
upon your valuable apace; but what I 
CDUsiiier n. very ungenerous and unfair 
attack upon an institution in whioli I, in 
common with laauy others, feel a very 
doop iutojost, must be taken as my apolo- 
gy.
